1. SIGNIFICANCE : 

THIS BRIEFING BOARD PORTRAYS THE U.S. MILITARY CAMP AT KHE SANH, 
THE WESTERN ANCHOR OF THE ALLIED DEFENSE LINE ALONG THE DEMILITARIZED ZONE 
BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH VIETNAM. KHE SANH IS PRESENTLY UNDER SIEGE BY A 
NORTH VIETNAMESE FORCE ESTIMATED AT BETWEEN 20,000 AND 40,000 MEN. 

2. BACKGROUND: 


A TOTAL OF 1,867 B-52 SORTIES HAVE BEEN FLOWN IN THIS AREA FROM 
12 JANUARY 1968 TO 11 MARCH I 968 . SORTIES BY OTHER AIRCRAFT OVER THIS AREA 
HAVE AVERAGED 200 TO 250 PER DAY. AT TIMES THERE HAVE BEEN AS MANY AS 300 
SORTIES IN A SINGLE DAY.
